One of the most sensational things of 
modern times, so accustomed to new events, 
is the present outbreak of the Chinese 
against their Manchu rulers. China has 
been represented by writers in prose and 
poetry as the sleeping dragon whose sium- 
bers cover centuries. Kt has been a ques- 
tion in the minds of those best acquainted 
with the country and its sentiment whether 
the dragon would ever awake. Lo, 
awakening has come, and it is like that of 


the biblical “giant refreshed with wine.” 


It would, indeed, be a sensational event in 

history if the rebellion should succeed. 
China is divided into almost innumerable 

provinces, each entirely independent of the 


others, except in paying tribute to the Man- 


chu Emperor. The taxes are gathered by 
a Viceroy, who hands over a lump sum to 
the imperial treasury, The Chinese are not 
a homogeneous race, nor do they all speak 
the same language. Until very recently 
railroads were unknown and intercommuni- 
cation was extremely difficult. That a peo 
ple so separated in race, sentiment, lan- 
guage and interests, numbering over 400. 
000,000, should at one bound become trans- 
formed from subjects of a practically un- 
limited monarchy to citizens of a free re- 
public seems beyond the reach of dreams 
or flights of the iniagination. What would 
probably take place should the Manchus 
be driven out Would seem to be the break- 
ing up of the kingdom into many small in- 
dependent fractions. These may attempt 
republican forms of government and some 
of them may possibiy succeed. But there 
certainly would seem to be in each such at- 
tempt an opportunity for the man on horse- 
back” to appear and restore despotism. —

 SCTENCE PROGRESS. 


The first recorded instance of a telephone 
operator recognizing a wireless call over a 
telephone instrument comes from Norwalk. 
O., where operator Fred Curtiss, sitting in 
the telegraph office of the L. 8. & M. 8. 
Railroad, a few evenings since, caught wire 
less calis. Faintly, yet prefectly distinctly, 
he heard the call “BR” in wireless code. 
Curtiss was for some time in the employ 
of the De Forest Wireless Telegraph 
pany and the code, of course, was perfectly 
clear to him. Curtiss asked the operators 
along the line whether they heard the call, 
but none had. Still satisfied that the sig- 
nals were really a wireless call he wrote 
the Cleveland office of the D. 4 C. line 
and asked concerning the call, and recetved 
world that “BR” is the Detroit call of the 
United Wireless Telegraph Company. 


A patent has been granted for a system 
ot generating electricity wherein the prime 
movers are a windmill and an internal com- 
bustion engine, both operating on the gen- 
erator shaft and connected by 
means of a clutch. When the windmill is 
idle the loag is taken by the engine, and 
as the windmill gathers speed it works both 
the dynamo and the engine until the speed 
attains that which is designated as the 
critical point, when the engine its discon- 
nected by govefnor balls, and the ignition 
circuit is opened, thus stopping the engine. 
A reduction in the speed of the dynamo 
causes the cycle of. operations to work in 
the opposite order, with the consequence 
that the windmill runs free and the engine 
takes the load.
